





























Oliver S. Flint, Jr. 
1931-2019 


On many occasions over the last decade or so, 
Joaquin Bueno, his wife Sylvia, and their family attended 
Thanksgiving dinners at the. home of Oliver and Carol Flint. At 
what would be his last Thanksgiving, in November of 2018, 
Ollie mentioned to Joaquin that he wished to write his 
memoires, beginning with the sentence, “My name is Oliver 
and I am an Entomologist.” Ollie passed away before he could 
write his life's story, but these simple words capture the 
essence of a kind, generous man and a great entomologist. 

Oliver Simeon Flint, Jr, was born in Amherst, 

Massachusetts, on October 10, 1931. He received his B.S. from 
the University of Massachusetts in 1953, with magna cum 
laude honors, his M.S. degree from the same university in 
1955, and his Ph. D. from Cornell University in 1960. He wasa 
National Science Foundation fellow from 1957-1959 while at 
Cornell. Upon graduation he was then employed as Associate 
Curator in the Department of Entomology, National Museum of 
Natural History, Smithsonian Institution, from 1961-1965 and 
then as Supervisor and Curator of the Division of 
Neuropteroids from 1965 until his retirement in 1995. After his 
retirement and until his death on May 18, 2019, he was 
Emeritus Curator at the NMNH. 
During his long career at the NMNH, Dr. Flint curated 
numerous insect orders, among them the aquatic insect orders 
Trichoptera (caddisflies), Megaloptera (fishflies), 
Ephemeroptera (mayflies), Plecoptera (stoneflies), and Odonata 
(dragonflies) as well as the terrestrial orders Neuroptera 
(lacewings). Mecoptera (scorpionflies), and Raphidioptera 
(snakeflies) - a collection of about 12,000 species and more 
than 400,000 specimens. 

Over the course of his long career he authored some 
250 scientific publications. His first paper on insects, a new 
record of a cockroach, was published in 1951 when he was just 
20 years old. His first paper on caddisflies was published in 
1956 a result of his master's thesis work on the caddisfly 
Frenesia. He continued to publish productively until just before 
his death. Several papers will appear posthumously. 

In the caddisflies, Dr. Flint described more than 1,152 
species, 23 genera, and | family during his career. In addition, 
his revisionary work, beginning with a series of papers 
reassessing the type material of earlier workers such as Brauer, 
Hagen, and Banks, and continuing through large faunistic 
studies and generic revisions, created a foundation of 
knowledge on caddisflies, especially of the Neotropics, that 
presents an enduring legacy. Accompanying this published 
record are the 1000s of specimens, collected by Ollie from 
throughout the Neotropics and beyond, that have contributed to 
the study of the group by numerous other workers. Ralph 
Holzenthal's own dissertation research and those of 9 of his 
PhD students depended almost entirely on specimens collected 
by Dr. Flint. Scores of other students and researchers, spanning 
at least 3 academic generations, depended on his published 
works and the specimens he accumulated, expertly curated, and 
generously shared. 

His wife, Carol Flint, was his inseparable companion 
during his many field trips and also provided support and 
assistance in the museum. She and Ollie were also extremely 
gracious, kind, and welcoming to the many visitors who 
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traveled to Washington, D.C., to work on the collection of 
Trichoptera and other orders under Ollie's care at the 
Smithsonian. 

Throughout his career, Dr. Flint received significant 
honors from organizations including the Entomological Society 
of America, the North American Benthological Society (now 
Society for Freshwater Science), Sigma Xi, and Phi Kappa Phi. 
He also received the “Diploma al Merito" from the Universidad 
Nacional de La Plata, Argentina, the “Award of Excellence in 
Benthic Science" from N ABS (SFS), and the Thomas Jefferson 
Medal for Outstanding Contributions to Natural Science from 
the Virginia Museum of Natural History Foundation in 2016. In 
2006, he was honored for his contributions to world 
Trichopterology at the 12° International Symposium on 
Trichoptera in Mexico City. In addition, three genera ahd more 
than 93 species in 11 insect orders have been named in Dr. 
Flint's honor to recognize his extensive contributions to the 
field. 

He is survived by his wife Carol Flint, his daughters 
Cathy, Lisa, and Maria, and their mother, Ruth, and four 
grandsons. A memorial service was held for Dr. Flint on June 
15, 2019, at Christ Church in Alexandria, Virginia, and 
attended by family and friends. John Morse, John Weaver, 
Ralph Holzenthal, and Lourdes Chamorro represented the 
Trichoptera community at the service. Dr. Torsten Dikow, 
Ollie's colleague at the NMNH, organized a celebration of his 
life and scientific career at the Natural History building on 
October 7, 2019. This celebration was attended by about 100 of 
Ollie's friends, colleagues, and family. A summary of the
